Applicant and Examiner agree that If [0060] and [0061] of the specification as 
published in Hara; Kei (US 2006/0015078) support this amendment.

The application has been amended 
as follows: 

Cancel claims 1-7. 

Allowable Claims 

2. Claims 8-1 0 and 1 3-1 8 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
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Reasons For Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art of record, Blake; Larry W. et al. (US 4429693), fails to teach or fairly suggest 
alone or in combination the essential structures of the claimed device, such as a first 
plate comprising shell and core parts as claimed [claim 8]. Likewise, Blake is silent 
regarding the hardness of a material used to form plates 10a and 10b (interpreted as 
first and second plates). These structures are critical since they interface a metallic 
spring with a comparatively soft plastic through an intermediate core part. That is, with 
hard core part receives the higher stresses from spring contact while the softer shell 
part is flexible to allow bending when a user releases the device from its closed state. 
Motivation is lacking to modify plates 10a and 10b of Blake with facing core and shell 
parts made of different plastics, since Blake already discloses a closure mechanism 
comprising latch hook 36b and hook 36a.
